SPEAKER REED ENDS 
MAINE’S CAMPAIGN 


VOTERS ARE NOW READY FOR 
ELECTION. 


the M ost Populous Part of the City 
Heavy Damage to Property— Stirm 
L asts But a Minute But Does Quick 
Work. 


Paris, Sept. l l .—A violent tornado 
swept over parts of this city at 2:30 
o'clock Thursday afternoon. The pre­ 
fecture of police has issued a statem ent 
th a t only one person was killed out­ 
rig h t in the cyclone. A large ward in 
the hotel Dicu is full of the victims, 
two of whom died and several th^re 
and in other hospitals are in a preca­ 
rious condition. 
It is a curious fact th a t the cyclone 
chiefly affected the small area lying 
around the Palais de Justice and the 
Hotel de Ville. 
M. Meline, the prem ier, visited the 
scenes of the devastation in company 
w ith M. Lepine, the prefect of police. 
A member of the staff of Le Temps 
th u s describes the spectacle at the mo­ 
m ent when the storm broke: “From the 
om nibus on wThich I was riding I could 
see down the Quai des Orfevres and the 
Quai des Grands-Augustins. I sudden­ 
ly saw w hat appeared to be a tall pil­ 
lar of sm oke advancing from a dis­ 
tance. I imagined that a large fire had 
broken out, but almost directly I saw 
th a t trees 
were being 
snapped and 
countless 
chimneys 
hurled 
to 
the 
ground. But alm ost instantly the storm 
passed away. 
W e were not touched, 
b ut the quais were impassible and a 
scene of indescribable confusion fol­ 
lowed.” 
Num erous 
newspaper kiosks 
were 
overturned and the inm ates injured. 
T he roof of the Opera Comique 
was 
blown down. 
The Ambique Comique 
and the Folies Dram atiques theatres 
were 
both 
damaged. 
Twenty-nine 
horses were killed. Eight beer houses 
were wrecked. There 
was not 
the 
slightest disturbance in the Champs 
Elysee, the Madelaine, the Arc de Tri- 
om phe and the bourse districts beyond 
a heavy rain. 
The num ber of minter casualties and 
injuries to persons is large and fur­ 
th e r reports are constantly being re 
ceived. Over fifty injured have thus far 
been 
reported. 
Several 
men 
and 
women had their skulls fractured by 
th e falling of some gates, behind which 
they had 
sought shelter 
from 
the 
etorm . 
A cabman, who had taken ref­ 
uge in his cab, and his horses were 
killed together 
and the 
cab demol­ 
ished. 
At least a dozen persons were carried 
bodily into the Seine from bridges and 
from the quais, and were rescued with 
great difficulty, several being injured 
and left in a critical condition, so that 
they had to be taken to the hospitals. 
The dam age to property was wide­ 
spread and serious. The first tem pest 
of wind, which did most of the dam ­ 
age^ wras im m ediately succeeded by tor 
rents of rain, and cellars all over Paris 
are flooded. 
The tornado lasted about 
one m inute, hut considerable destruc­ 
tion was caused on and about the Pont 
Neuf, the Place due Chatelet, the Ob- 
servatoire, the Tour St. Hacque and 
elsewhere in the neighborhood. 
From the Quai St. Michael to beyonc 
the Pont Neuf, every tree wras uproot­ 
ed, many barges were sunk and a num ­ 
ber of sm all 
boats were 
swamped 
The crews of the barges, however, suc­ 
ceeded in escaping. One of the laun­ 
dry boats of the Seine, where thirty 
laundresses were at work, was sunk 
and the women were saved with the 
greatest difficulty. 
The scaffolding of 
the courtyard of the Sainte Chapelle 
was blown away, and every pane oj! 
glass in the side of the Palace of Jus 
Hee facing the river was smashed by 
uprooted trees, etc. 
All the omnibuses 
struck by the cyclone were upset and 
th eir passengers more or les^ injured.

She is about 
40, very homely, and very fat.” An 
earlier passage in the Journal testifies 
to her readiness of pen; “I forgot to 
tell you that yesterday was sent to me 
a narrative printed, with all the par- 
I ticulars of Harley’s stabbing. I hac 
not time to do it myself, so I sent my 
hints to the author of ‘Atalantis,’ and

and so are her books. Finding people 
eager to read what was true or might 
be true, she fed “the better vulgar”

Her “Atalantis” (1709), a grossly im­ 
moral book, which satirized with merci­ 
less freedom many of the best-known 
personages of the day, had a grea* 
vogue, its prurient gossip attracting 
readers with a taste for literary carrion.
